The sheriff, Ro bert M. Thacker, 
and Harry Ro binso n, po lice o ffic­ 
er, received sho tgun slugs in the 
bo dy. They were no t believed to 
be serio usly hurt. 


Perso ns, firms and vario us fra­ 
ternal and so cial o rganizatio ns 
in Rushville which do nated ped­

The letter also asks if the 
do nato r has any o bjectio n to 
mo ving the light to “ any o ther 
place besides Memo rial Park.” 
In the o utset, the letter says 
that the city has in view a plan 
o f impro ving the light pro blem 
and cutting the expenses. 
Several lo dges, firms and indi­ 
viduals do nated the lights to 
beautify 
the .driveway 
alo ng 
the park and much effo rt was 
spent in making this part o f the 
city attractive, it was po inted 
o ut. J ust what the sentiment wffi 
be alo ng this line is no t learned. 
One do nato r o f a light de- 
\ clared that o ne o f the plans o n 
fo o t was to mo ve so me o f the 
pedestal lights do wn to wn to 
the library co rner and so me to 
the po sto ffice co rner. This perso n 
o bjected o n the gro unds that 
these institutio ns sho uld pro vide 
fo r their o wn lights the same as 
any business firm had pro vided 
fo r*its.

.Insects 
are 
again 
causing 
Rush co unty farmers a great 
deal o f tro uble, acco rding to E. 
F. Bro wn, co unty agent, who has 
received many recent repo rts 
co ncerning damage do ne by army 
wo rms and termites, as well as 
the presence o f myriads o f little 
green bugs in the heads o f the 
co unty’s bumper wheat cro p. 
These tiny insects infesting the- 
wheat heads have been identi­ 
fied as plant lice and^they seem 
to be generally prevalent in 
what all o ver the co unty as well 
as in Shelby co unty, acco rding 
to repo rts. Altho ugh many farm­ 
ers have repo rted disco vering 
these little green bugs in their 
wheat, it is believed that the 
damage do ne will no t be great. 
These lice suck the milk fro m 
the grain and stem o f the wheat 
but as a rule do no t live lo ng. 
They also represent a 
strange 
quality in insect life as these 
lice are pro tected by ants, the 
lice excreting a substance kno wn 
as “ ho neydew” which the ants 
use fo r fo o d. 
Means o f eliminating the lice 
fro m wheat are impractical in 
large fields, acco rding to the 
co unty agent, but a co ntact spray 
using nico tine sulphate o r kero ­ 
sene emulsio n is co nsidered ef­ 
fective fo r small areas. 
That the Army wo rm has hit 
Rush co unty o gain is evidenced 
>y repo rts received by Mr. Bro wn 
fro m two co unty farmers Satur­ 
day mo rning, o ne Rushville to wn­ 
ship man repo rting that third o f 
a field o f co rn had been “ cleaned 
o ut” by these pests. Other calls 
lave been received co ncerning 
these devastating wo rms which 
iterally 
eat 
up 
entire 
co rn 
fields. 
The army wo rm is abo ut an 
inch and a quarter lo ng, is dark 
with three yello w stripes do wn 
the back and a stripe o n each 
side. Ordinarily this insect wo rks 
o nly in the day ¿ ime but when 
the wo rms fo rm am army they 
wo rk all night and o ften devo ur 
a who le co m field in a single 
night. 
They are o riginally fo und -in 
grain fields where they do little 
damage. When the grain is cut, 
hbwever, the army wo rms travel 
to Adjacent co rn fields and pro ­ 
ceed to eat up the tender yo ung 
gro wing co m. To co ntro l them, 
Mr. Bro wn advises plo wing three 
o r fo ur furro ws 
between co m 
fields and adjacent fields and 
creating a dust 
mulch in the 
furro ws 
by 
dragging 
a 
lo g 
thro ugh them. Large po st ho les 
dug in the furro ws also help co m­ 
bat the wo rms as many o f them 
will fall in these ho les. 
Scattering o f po iso n bran bait 
thro ugh the co rn fields is sug­ 
gested as a go o d “ last line o f de­ 
fense.” Mr. Bro wn advises 'the 
fo llo wing fo rmula fo r two and a 
half acres: 25 po unds o f bran 
mixed dry with a po und o f Paris 
green, 2 quarts o f stro ng black­ 
strap mo lasses mixed with three 
quarts o f water, then mixing al"1 
incredients.

Detroit, (A.P.)—A revolution in 
navigation methods has swept 
the Great Lakes, the greatest 
change, maritime men say , since 
men first went down to the sea 
in ships. 
Bellowing foghorns, 
l i g h t - 
houses, buoy s, stakes and bells— 
familiar trappings of a romantic 
calling on the inland seas for 
decades—have slipped into the 
background 
before 
the 
radio 
beacon and the direction finder. 
Borrowed from aviation, the 
radio beacon may usurp the 
place of other methods in deter­ 
mining whether a ship is on its 
course. 
Thirty -four radio beacons will 
be in operation on the Great 
Lakes during the' 1931 season, 
and practically every large bulk 
freighter and passenger steam­ 
er will be equipped with the new 
direction finder. 
Placing a radio headphone ov­ 
er his ears, the navigator may 
tune in on the sending station, 
erected on a lighthouse. 
The 
signal is a dash-dash message 
for* 60 seconds, followed by 20 
seconds of silence. 
When the signal is received 
clearly , the navigator proceeds 
to turn the loop aerial until the 
sound disappears. The pointer 
on the-end of the shaft, placed 
at right angles to the loop aer­ 
ial, then indicates the exact 
compass bearing of the sending 
station. 
By taking cross bearings from 
two sending stations, boats can 
determine their exact position at 
any time. 
Science’s determination of the 
difference in speed of sound and 
radio waves has brought the lake 
navigator another safety device 
—the radio foghorn, which op­ 
erates in conjunction with the 
beacon. 
The present foghorn can be 
heard booming out over a lake 
at a distance of seven to ten 
miles, but formerly it was diffi­ 
cult to judge the distance from 
ship to the signal station. With 
the new receiving equipment, 
the lake captain is able to tell 
exactly how many miles away 
he it.

The 
officers in immediate charge of 
the Settlement are Staff-Cap ­ 
tain and Mrs. W. R. Conway, 
who came to Chicago recently 
from Detroit. 
The 
Settlement 
House 
has 
been an institution for the South 
Side community for many years. 
While the Staff-Cap tain is a new 
arriv al, many of the staff who 
assist in the work at the Set­ 
tlement hav e been there for sev ­ 
eral years, k now many of the p a­ 
trons, are acquainted with their 
families and surroundings, and 
realize 
and 
ap p reciate 
their 
needs. 
Staff-Cap tain and Mrs. Con­ 
way are exp erienced officers, in­ 
stant and symp athetic, and hav e 
tak en hold of affairs with a 
ready grasp . The institution em­ 
braces all the features of a 
refuge of this typ e. The clinic 
might be regarded as the most 
imp ortant of its relief features. 
It is op en p ractically all the 
time, but, p referably, it is limited 
to the forenoon when the wait­ 
ing room is filled with p eop le 
who seek diagnosis, X-ray p ho­ 
tograp hs, 
electro-therap y, 
ex­ 
traction of teeth, or some help 
in the range of medical science 
for which they are not p rep ared 
to p ay. 
Yet, it is not, in all resp ects, a 
free clinic. Each case is inv es­ 
tigated, and if it is discov ered 
that the p atient or those who 
seek assistance in behalf of a 
p atient, are cap able of p aying 
ev en a fractional p ortion of a 
reasonable fee, that amount is 
ask ed, 
for, 
as 
Staff-Cap tain 
Conway exp lains, if » this were 
not done the clinic would not 
be able to op erate v ery long. 
In the case of the baby whose 
arm had been fractured, the 
father was required to p ay one 
dollar for the X-ray p hotograp h. 
The dollar did not p ay for the 
serv ice, but it p robably p aid for 
the film and the current,* and in 
this way the cost was borne mu­ 
tually by the institution and the 
father. 
The child’s arm had 
been brok en after her mother 
was tak en to the hosp ital. The 
father is at work , but with the 
additional hosp ital exp ense and 
the usual cost of k eep ing the 
household going, he could not 
afford to p ay more than the dol­ 
lar which was required of him. 
If a p erson can’t p ay, and needs 
the serv ice, it is giv en, gladly, 
freely. 
The Settlement House is a 
well-built, brick structure, cov ­ 
ering a large area, consisting of 
basement and two stories, hous­ 
ing many dep artments, including 
liv ing quarters for Staff-Cap ­ 
tain and Mrs. Conway and the 
stk ff officers, a chap el with 
seating cap acity of 2 5 0 , room for 
30 0 on unusual occasions; shop s, 


p lanned to be accomp lished in 
the most economical manner 
consistent with ethical p ractice 
Aside from the religious p hases 
of the Salv ation Army work , as 
carried on by this Corp s, and its 
clinical serv ices, there are two 
features which hav e serv ed the 
community well in its social and 
business life. These are the day 
nursery and the gymnasium. 
From forty to fifty children 
are cared for in the day nurs­ 
ery. These are the children of 
mothers who go out to work , and 
include children from two years 
up ward. There are some eight or 
ten who must be cared for in 
the nursery, and the others are 
large enough to look out for 
themselv es, in a measure, who go 
to school and come to the nur­ 
sery for their luncheon and din­ 
ner. The little ones are made to 
tak e their nap s at the right 
time in a large airy room, which 
may be dark ened while they 
sleep , and cleared of cots and 
cribs when the nap p ing hours 
are ov er, and used as a p lay 
room. 
The gymnasium, according to 
Staff-Cap tain Conway, is a p op ­ 
ular resort for many organiza­ 
tions, extending ov er a wide 
range. A minimum charge of a 
dollar an hour is made for an 
organization to use the gym and 
the shower baths. This charge, 
when p ro-rated among members, 
seldom amounts to more than 
ten cents each, which is hap p ily 
p aid, for the gym is modernly 
equip p ed, with amp le light and 
lighting facilities, and here the 
bask etball and other indoor at- 
letic 
contests 
are 
held. 
No 
charge is made for the use of the 
gym by any of the Salv ation Ar­ 
my 
organizations, 
which 
are 
numerous, including Boy Scouts, 
Guards, Sunbeams, Chums, Brass 
Band, Cadets and other recog­ 
nized bodies, all of which, at 
some time or other, use the gym 
and showers. 
How much the gymnasium has 
been worth to the young p eo­ 
p le of the South Side in health, 
v igor and wholesome recreation, 
declares the Staff-Cap tain, but 
it has been a p aying inv estment, 
ev en 
at 
the 
nominal 
sums 
charged for its use, bringing in 
a rev enue of $500 or more for 
the p ast season. 
The electrical equip ment, used 
largely in the treatm ent of ner­ 
v ous troubles, and for a v ariety 
of ailments, is among the best 
and most comp lete in Chicago 
laboratories of this character, 
and is in almost constant use. 
The p urchase of it made a big 
dent in the budget, but has 
p rov ed its v alue. 
The total number of cases 
treated at the clinic during the 
year is around 8,000. The Corp s 
is doing, besides, a thriv ing 
ev angelistic work , which in all 
descrip tions and accounts 
of 
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fiv e m onth cumulativ e total 27 
p er cent under a year ago. Drug 
store sales were equal to, or 
abov e, a month ago and under a 
year ago.

for the u n fortu n ate man , bu t 
who d ared n ot d isobey the in ex­ 
orable d ecree of military law. 
Peath in its mild est form ap­ 
palls thjB stou test heart, an d 
cau ses the cheek of the most 
resolu te to blan che with fear. 
W hat then mu st hav e been the 
feelin gs of this d oomed warrior, 
in the fill v igor of man hood , as 
he wgs led to the place of exe­ 
cu tion like “sheep to the sham ­ 
bles,” with n o sou n d to d istu rb 
the solemn silen ce, save the 
moqyn fu l d irge of a ban d , the 
chan tin g of his spiritu al ad v is 
ers an d the clan kin g of his own 
man acles. 
J ohn Griffin (the n ame of the 
u n fortu n ate man ) was a mem­ 
ber of the 24th regimen t Ohio 
v olu n teers an d was represen ted 
to hav e been a faithfu l sold ier 
an d always at his .post in the 
hou r of d an ger, bu t he was ad ­ 
d icted to in temperan ce an d this 
fatal habit was the in stru men t 
th at con sign ed him to an u n ­ 
timely an d d ishon ored grav e. 
When u n d er the in flu en ce of 
d rin k, he was obstin ate an d d an ­ 
gerou s. 
When sober, he was 
an d , social an d harmless. 
It 
was in the early part of the win ­ 
ter of 1862, while we were in 
camp, at Camp Wyckliffe, Ken ­ 
tu cky, that some hell-d eserv in g 
qu artermaster fu rn ished Griffin 
with liqu or, which d ethron ed his 
reason an d tran sformed him in ­ 
to a d emon . He attempted to 
pass the gu ard lin e an d this was 
resisted by the sen tin el, who, 
n ot wishin g to shoot him (in 
con sequ en ce of his good qu ali­ 
ties when sober) an d bein g u n ­ 
able to stop him otherwise, call­ 
ed the corporal. This gen tleman 
su cceed ed in persu ad in g him to 
retu rn to his qu arters.

with sorrow an d remorse. Short­ 
ly afterward , a cou rt m artial 
con v en ed an d he was tried u pon 
the grav e charge of attemptin g 
to mu rd er a su perior officer. 
The v erd ict was n ot mad e 
kn own at the time, n or for 
mon ths su bsequ en t. He was con ­ 
fin ed in the gu ard hou se for a 
few weeks an d then released , 
bu t was n ev er permitted to leave 
camp, in d eed he n ev er ev in ced 
a d esire to leav e, bu t was n ot al­ 
lowed to perform an y military 
d u ty.

proposition —he 
wou ld n ot briev e th at su ch a 
fate was in store for him an d 
d id n ot u n til the ev en in g prev i­ 
ou s to his execu tion , when he 
was placed u n d er gu ard an d in ­ 
formed that tomorrow he mu st 
d ie. He receiv ed the an n ou n ce­ 
men t with apparen t composu re, 
.or he was a brav e man , sen t 
:or a priest, an d spen t the in ter­ 
v en in g time, in religiou s d ev o- 
tion . 
The jn orn in g 
d awn ed — tn e 
su n shon e with resplen d en t bril­ 
lian cy an d n atu re wore her lov e­ 
liest garb. The troops were or­ 
d ered in lin e. Soon ev erythin g 
was in read in ess. Presen tly the 
low, 
mou rn fu l 
n otes *of 
the 
‘Dead March” were heard , as 
the wretched man an d his exe­ 
cu tion ers emerged from his pris­ 
on qu arters. The procession was 
formed . The ban d was in fron t, 
followed by on e file of execu ­ 
tion ers, in the rear was the cof­ 
fin , born e on a bier, by fou r men 
an d this was followed by the 
d oomed man an d his spiritu al 
ad v isers, closely followed by the 
reserv e party of execu tion ers, 
whose d u ty it was to fin ish the 
fatal work, in case the first fail­ 
ed . 
The blood y d rama was to be 
en acted in a large field , abou t 
on e mile d istan t from camp an d 
on the march thither, we pass­ 
ed a n ewly d u g grav e. Griffin 
eyed this in ten tly, well kn ow­ 
in g that was to be his last rest­ 
in g place. When we arriv ed at 
the grou n d , the troops were 
formed in a “hollow squ are,’ 
while Griffin an d his solemn 
cortege, marched rou n d two or 
three times in fqll view of all 
the troops.

Nor shou ld we u pbraid 
German y for the d eath of this 
d ev oted n u rse when , withou t 
military n ecessity, we han ged a 
woman , who kept a board in g 
hou se, at which Booth an d his 
co-con spirators met. Don ’t look 
for “hu m an ity” on the battle 
field , as witn ess the massacre of 
sold iers after su rren d er at Fort 
Pillow, “Kill the en emy first an d 
explain afterward ,” is the motto 
of mod ern warfare. 
The pomp an d ceremon y su r­ 
rou n d in g a military execu tion , 
as well as the method , is often 
the most regrettable part of the 
ceremon y. “I am recon ciled to 
d eath,” said Major An d re, “bu t 
I d etest the mod e.” He had re­ 
qu ested to be shot—“to d ie the 
d eath of a sold ier,” bu t an ger 
at Arn old ’s treason an d the fact 
that he was a spy sen t him to 
the scaffold .

Detroit, <A3P.)—A revolution in 


navigation methods has swept 
the Great Lakes, the greatest 
change, maritime .men say, since 
men first went down to the sea 
in ships. 
"~ 


Bellowing foghorns, light- 


houses, buoys, stakes and bells— 
familiar trappings of a romantic 
calling on the inland seas for 
decades—have slipped into the 
background before the radio 
beacon and the direction finder. 


Borrowed from aviation, the 


radio beacon may usurp the 
place of other methods in deter- 
mining whether a ship is on its 
course. 


Thirty-four radio beacons will 


be in operation on the Great 
Lakes during the' 1931 season 
;and practically every large bulk 
freighter and passenger steam- 
er will be equipped with the new 
direction finder. 


Placing a radio headphone ov- 


er his ears, the navigator may 
•tune in on the sending station 
•erected on a lighthouse. The 
signal is a dash-dash message 
for* 60 seconds, followed by 20 
seconds of silence. 


When the signal is received 


clearly, the navigator proceeds 
to turn the loop aerial until the 
sound disappears, the pointer 
on the- end of the shaft, placed 
at right angles to the loop aer- 
ial, then indicates the exact 
compass bearing of the sending 
station. 


By taking cross bearings from 


two sending stations, boats can 
determine then: exact position at 
any time. 
Science's determination of the 


difference in speed of sound and 
radio waves has brought the lake 
navigator another safety device 
—the radio foghorn, which op- 
erates in conjunction with the 
Beacon. 


The present' foghorn can be 


heard booming out over a lake 
fit a distance of seven to ten 
miles, but formerly it was diffi- 
cult -to judge the distance from 
ship to the signal station. With 
the new receiving equipment, 
the lake captain' .is .able to tell 
exactly JKIW many miles away

The Settlement House has 


been an institution for the South 
Side community for many-years. 
While the1 Staff-Captain is a new 
arrival, many of the staff who 
assist in the work at the Set- 
tlement have been there for sev- 
eral years, know many of the pa- 
trons, are acquainted with their 
families and surroundings, and 
realize and appreciate their 
needs. 


-Staff-Captain and Mrs* Con- 


way are experienced officers," in- 
stant and sympathetic, and have 
taken hold of affairs" with a 
ready grasp. The'institution em- 
braces all the features of a 
refuge of this -type. The'clinic 
might be regarded as the most 
important of its relief.-features. 
It is open practically all the 
time, but, preferably, it is limited 
to the forenoon when the wait- 
ing room is filled with people 
who seek diagnosis, X-ray pho- 
tographs, electro-therapy, ex- 
traction of teeth, or some help 
in the range of medical science 
for which they are not prepared 
to pay. 


Yet, it is not, in all respects, a 


free clinic. Each case is inves- 
tigated, and if it is discovergd 
that thevpati«nt or those who 
seek assistance in behalf of a 
patient, are capable of paying 
even a fractional portion of a 
reasonable fee, that amount^ is 
asked, for, as Staff-Captain 
Conway explains, if .this were 
not done the clinic would not 
be able to operate very long. 


In the case of the baby whose 


arm had been fractured, the 
father was required to pay one 
dollar for the X-ray photograph. 
The dollar did not pay for the 
service, but it probably^paid for 
the film and the current,'and in 
this way the cost was borne mu- 
tually,.by the institution and the 
father. .The child's arm had 
been broken after her mother 
was taken .to the hospital.

There are some eight or 
ten who must be cared for in 
the nursery^ and the others are 
large enough to look out for 
themselves, in a measure, who go 
to school and come to the nur- 
sery for their luncheon and din- 
ner. The little-ones are made to 
take their naps at the right 
time in a large airy room, which 
may be darkened while they 
sleep,' arid cleared of cots and 
cribs when the napping hours 
are over, and used as a play 
room,.

The gymnasium,,according to 


Staff-Captain Conway, is a pop- 
ular resort for many organiza-' 
tions, extending over a wide 
range. A minimum charge of a 
dollar an hour is made for an; 
organization to use the gyjn and 
the shower baths. This charge, 
when pro-rated among member's, 
seldom amounts to more than 
ten cents each, which is happily 
paid, for the gym is modernly 
equipped, with ample light and 
lighting facilities, and here the 
basketball and other indoor at^ 
letic .contests are. held. No 
charge is made for the use of'the 
gym by any of the Salvation Ar- 
my organizations, which are 
numerous, including Boy Scouts, 
Guards, Sunbeams, Chums, Brass

north. 


The letter suggests that these lights may be 


placed inside the park or taken to some other 
section of the city. The number of lights that 
could be moved would not bj5 sufficient in xuunT 
ber to make any attractive showing wjttiin the 
park and surely those who cpntributed th,ese 
lights would not sanctipn the idea of providing 
a well lighted corner for some concern that 
should pay for theUvpwn light. 


The cost of operating these Boulevard lights 


is trivial as the city at all times is required to 
keep a'surplus of electric energy and it might 
as well be used jn providing lights. £ cpnser- 


' vation is needed, the lights along the Boulevard 


could be turned entirely off late at night, and 
not permitted to burn all night.
